Washington—Two things are dis- 


turbing members of the so-called group 
of "irreconcilables" who oppose the 
entrance of the United States into any 
association or league of nations what- 
ever. One is that President-elect 
Harding is veering toward the pres- 
ent League of Nations and has about 
made up his mind that the machinery 
of the league must be used oven 
tS ough amendments and reservations 
ireeing America 
from obligations or 


entanglements shall be the basis of 
American co-operation with the other 
nations. And the other thing is that 
Mr. Harding Is showing a markoJ 
friendliness to Herbert Hoover and 
has hinted that he wants him in the 
cabinet. 


When President-elect Harding was 


in Wasnington, it was learned today 
that he amazed certain members of 
the irreconcilable group by his friend- 
ly references to Mr. Hoover. He got 
some frank expressions of criticism in 
return. It will not be forgotten that 
Senator Hiram Johnson, leader of the 
irreconcilables, fought Mr. Hoover in 
California primaries and that 
the 


acres ot that fight have not altogether 
Healed. So -when Mr. Harding conies 
along and says nice things about Mr. 
Hoover and hints that the latter may 
be cabinet timber—though forsooth he 
js careful not to say he intends to so 
lect him—there is natural dismay in 
the Johnson camp. 


But Mr. Johnson is not the only 


one who would regard the appoint 
ment of Mr. Hoover in the same way 
as waving a red flag in front of a 
bull. Senator Penrose Vhen asked 
•what he thought of Mr. Hoover for 
the cabinet is quoted as having said 
lie regarded such talk as a Joke. 


Splits are Threatened 


The fact is the possible appointment 


of Mr. Hoover to the cabinet baa 
stored up some interesting discussion 
on capitol hill. Threats and talk of 
splitting the party are 
of course 


heard. Some of the senators have be> 
gun referring again to Mr. Hoover's 
long residence in England while others 
have revived tho controversy about 
the fixing of tho price of wheat, which 
Mr. Hoover insists he didn't do, but 
which was the work of a special com- 
mission appointed by the president 
Nevertheless in the scramble for cab- 
inet positions, 
the friends of those 


who want positions in the cabinet and 
want to eliminate Mr. Hoover becau»e 
of the suggestion that he will be the 
only western man chosen are begin- 
ning to unite against Mr. Hoover. 


The understanding here is that Sen- 


ator Harding is thinking of Mr. Hoov- 
er for secretary of the interior par- 
ticularly because Mr. Hoover is a 
•western man and is a successful en- 
gineer who could deal with the great 
problems of the interior department. 
Mr. Hoover may or may not be se- 
lected but his presence in Marion is 
annoying: to his opponents in the sen- 
ate who really fear he win be appoint- 
ed. Until these opponents began to 
take it seriously, the imnression was 
not well defined that Mr. Hoover 
•would be chosen. The activity against 
Mr, Hoover is the strongest evidence 
thus far that President-elect Harding 
has him strongly in mind for thc 
cabinet. 


Wants World Conrt 


Some significant things have been 


happening here too on the League of 
•Nations question which when pieced 
together with 
the 
occurrences at 


Marion reveal Mr. Harding as anxious 
to have America center her plans for 
an international association 
around 


the court which Elihu Root helped to 
create. Mr. Harding has wanted to 
know whether the court wouldn't he 
sufficient and the purpose of the con- 
ference at Marion between Mr. Hard- 
ing and Mr. Hoot and the meeting be- 
tween Senator Fall and Mr. Root is 
to find out whether thc "court can be 
jn'ade to stand independently of the 
league of Nations. Mr. Hughes was 
asked his ideas on the same thing. 
The president-elect wants advice that 
will help him harmonize the discord 
ant elements in his party. He knows 
how far Senators Borah and Johnsirt 
are committed on the subject of an 
international court. They signed tie 
round robin in March. 1919, which 
pledged America to an international 
association of some kind and 
Mr. 


Harding's idea as reflected here la 
that if the international court can 
bring about that cooperation Of na- 
tions Messrs. Borah and Johnson will 
have to approve it. At present the 
court is a creature of the league and 
Judges are chosen through the counc'l 
and assembly of the league. Mr. 
Harding Is stniffplinff to find a middle 
ground for compromise but in his ef- 
forts to do so ho has already shown 
such firmness as to make thc inrcon 
cllablo group in Washington rather 
uneasy. That's the latest develop- 
ment In the national capital and it is 
fraught with the deopeat 
lor th» tutor*,

tion only when all thc nations of thc 
world agree to do likewise, Daniels as- 
serted.

ing of S8 vessels. 


In support of the belief that the 


United States could not agree with 
Great Britain and Japan to stop the 
building of armaments tho secretary 
allowed Admiral Koontz, chief of nav- 
al operations, to quote figures show- 
ing the relative first line strength of 
the three nations.

"Unless we enter into an agreement, was 
with all the nations of the world, we 
must be prepared to protect our great 
coast line and all our island posses- 
sions by a preponderance of naval 
strength," continued Daniels. 


Daniels said that he does not pro 


pose any immediate appropriations for 
the now building program because of 
tho incomplete state of tho present 
program and the fact that the condi- 
tion of the treasury prohibits any ap- 
propriations for a new program. 


Borah Loads Opposition 


To round out tho present building 


program, Daniels recommended con 
struction of two huge naval submarine 
cruisers, flve mino laying submarines, 
one air plane carrier, five cruisers and 
two gunboats. 


Borah, in his resolution, took tho ex- 


act opposite of Daniels' view, citing 
tho recent declaration of the Japanese 
delegation of the league of nations as- 
sembly that Japan cannot reduce ar- 
maments until thi-s country does.

.Friday he received Mr. Hughes, who ad- 
vised that the treaty of Versailles and the 


LeaETue of Nations in modified form be ac- 
cepted by tie United Sutes, On Sunday 
Herbert 
Hoover told the president-elect 


that the treaty and league should be rati- 
fied with reservations. Yesterday Elihu 
E-oot conferred with Mr. Harding and 
there is no question but what he gave the 
same advice. So did Mr. Taft. 
What 


Mr. Bryan said is of no consequence. As 
an authority on foreign policy Mr. Bryan. 
after his dismal failure of the country 
when secretary of state, will not command 
zuneh influence. 


Hughes. Boot. Taft and Hoorer thus far 


represent the "pro" side of the argument. 
It is a formidable array of Republican in- 
tellect. statesmanship, judgment. ''I can 
see no use in reopening ten thousand ques- 
tions that have been closed and committed 
to documents." says the former food ad- 
ministrator. 
Neither can any one else 


who appreciates the formidable problems 
which the peace conference faced and dis- 
posed of. Neither can any one who realiz- 
es the urgent necessity of participation 
liy the United States in the reestablish- 
in ent of peace by positive agreement and 
riffinite terms. Neither can any one who 
understands the causes of the present 
economic disturbances and credit paraly- 
sis. To reopen the treaty of Versailles 
•\vould stop the processes of reconstruction 
everywhere. To undertake to form a com- 
pletely new League of Nations would be 
equally damaging in its consequences and 
probably barren of results. 


The leading minds among the "antis;r 


include Senator Knox. who wants no peace 
1-reaty of any kind and no League of Na- 
tions and Senators Johnson, Boran and a 
list of more or less known irreconcilables. 
Mr. Harding must choose between these 
two groups. He faces the same issne now 
that he faced all through the campaign. 
Only on the hypothesis that promises were 
made to Johnson in return for his sup- 
port at the national convention could Mr. 
ITarding's surrender to this group be ex- 
plained. Announcement of his choice for 
secretary of state will indicate his deci- 
sion. unless he previously issues a state- 
ment. 


The country does not -want Mr. Harding 


to make a mistake in his peace policy. 
It has since the election come to repose 
real confidence in him on domestic affairs. 
Jt -will follow him a long way on any for- 
eign policy, but it. will never support him 
in the program Johnson and Borah ad- 
vocate. Nowhere is there any real sub- 
stance of the nation behind these men. 
The leaders of business, finance, com- 
merce. industry, labor, all are for going 
1-hroufrh with our obvious duty in the final 
determination of peace — a duty which is 
as clear as day. So are our great states- 
men. our great churchmen. That duty is 
to ratify the Versailles treaty and join the 
League of Nations under reservations. 


Mr. Harding we hope will have the 


great good judgment to sweep politicians 
aside and define his course in the light of 
the world situation, of America's responsi- 
bilities not only to the allies with which 
she fought but to the world at large. By 
accepting the advice of tried statesmen 
like Taft, Root, Hughes and Hoover, Mr. 
Harding will make no mistake in his for- 
eign policy. Its source alone would com- 
im.nd the confidence of the country and 
of the world. . The president-elect is about 
to make a decision which will have more 
to do with the success or failure of his 
administration than any other, and every 
citizen who wishes him well -will hope to 
see him make Ihe right decision. 


AIT ECONOMIC WASTE 


One of the flagrant wastes in the coun- 


try today is that represented by.payments 
mado by railroads for loss and damage of 
freight shipments. The American Rail- 
way association is authority for the state- 
ment that settled claims of this character 
increased from $23,346,000 in 1916 to 
$106,800.000 in 1919. or approximate- 
ly'400 per cent. 'Part of this increase 
may be accounted for by increase in val- 
ue of commodities handled and part by 
increase in traffic, but it is estimated that 
at least one-half ia due solely to increase^ 
in the amount of freight lost or destroyed. 


Every shipper knows that loss and dam- 


age claims have increased in recent years. 
Part of the responsibility undoubtedly 
rests upon shippers and part upon the rail- 
roads themselves. That carelessness in the 
handling of freight has grown is evident 
to ever}' extensive user of the railroads. 
On the other hand 
much freight 
is of- 


fered for shipment poorly packed or crat- 
ed and insufficiently addressed, or impro- 
perly routed. 


This heavy waste falls ultimately' upon 


the public, for the Interstate Commerce 
commission includes the charge for lost 
and damaged goods entransit in the costs 
upon which it bases rates. That the rail- 
roads are operated more efficiently since 
their return to their owners will, we think, 
be generally conceded, but there is room 
for improvement. 


A pure charge of $100.000.000 an- 


nually for commodities lost, .damaged-or 
destroyed is a burden upon the consumer 
which ought, to be reduced. It should be 
possible by the right kind of effort and 
supervision by the railroads and the pro- 
per cooperation by shippers to carry the 
conn try :s freight without this exee'ssive 
waste. The American Railway association 
has taken the matter in hand and will in- 
augurate a movement to promote this 
greatly needed conservation, and it will 
be the duty of the public at large to lend 
its assistance in every possible manner. 
Most of the loss is due to carelessness, and 
carelessness can always be corrected or re- 
duced to a minimum.

Wisconsin's record, over 600 deaths 
would have been prcTented in this state 
in 1918 alone" declares a news story ap- 
pearing in Michigan papers and calling 
attention to the fact that while Wiscon- 
sin has the fifth lowest tuberculosis death 
rate in the entire registration area of the 
United States. 
Michigan ranks, eighth. 


Minnesota is sixth, Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota being the 6nly states in the Mississip- 
pi Valley with a lower death rate than 
Michigan. Illinois' tuberculosis death 
rate in 1918 was 136.5. The four states 
which have a lower rate than Wisconsin 
are Utah, Kansas, Oregon and Washing- 
ton, all western states and much more 
sparsely populated than Wisconsin. 


Wisconsin's decreasing death rate is re- 


garded both as evidence of the effective- 
ness of the organized campaign against 
tuberculosis and as reason for continuing 
that campaign with renewed zeal. The 
work in the state has passed beyond the 
experimental stage and has proved that 
the state's program for the control and 
prevention of the disease is on a sound 
basis. 


Enlightened public opinion, in the form- 


ing of which the Wisconsin Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Association has had large part, is di- 
rectly responsible for the lowering of Wis- 
consin's death rate and for the creation 
of the health -machinery which has been a 
factor in lowering it. 
Nowhere in the 


United States is the campaign against tu- 
berculosis more truly a people's move- 
ment.

the Employment Service would know 
it, and move the men where they were 
needed.

course. It would not create Jobs. But 
it would give the man out of a Job a 
resource, a hope.

dent. It would be an Immense ad- 
vance over the attitude of Indifference 
mixed with futile philanthropy with 
which -we have always m«t the unem- 
ployment problem before. 


Thla ttttlomd, Mnplorment system,

establish. Thirty-three states already 
have employment services, with offices 
in about ZOO cities. If some Federal 
aid were offered,

be sorved. In return for a small Fed- 
eral appropriation, 
these state ser 


vices would be bound to furnish the 
Employment Service 
In Washington 


with all available 
information con- 


cerning labor eonditioBB, 
and they 


wguld also, perhaps, be compelled to 
maintain certain standards of efficien- 
cy In order to get 
this Federal aid 


Tn this way a system similar to the 
Federal system, with Washington act- 
ing as a clearing house, 
would be 


established without violating states 
rights or extending very much the 
authority of the Federal Government.

The Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States is understood to 
have endorsed this proceeding. Manu- 
facturers are beglnnlng.to realize that 
the man out of a Job Is their worst 
enemy.

And he is an enemy who cannot be put 
in jail or shipped to Russia. The only 
way to get rid of him Is to find him a 
job.
